Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112:

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
patent number 6,938,726 (Roark et al). 

Regarding claim 1 , Roark et al discloses a device (figure 2) having a cone 
(16), a surround (18), a basket (11), a spider (22a,22b), a voice coil (26), 
and a magnet (36). (a) Said surround from claim 1 is perpendicular to the 
basket and the cone's outer edge, (b) Said surround from claim 1 is 
bellow-shaped (see figure 2).
